MacDonald Park Recommend- 
ed as Suitable Site 


REVISE CONSTITUTION 


Eligibility Forms Must Be 
Filled Out for Athletics 


The Athletic Association held a 
crowded meeting in the hall of the 
Union at 5 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon. The most important item of 
business discussed was the site of the 
new gymnasium, À lengthy discus- 
sion took place over the selection of 
a site most advantageous to athletic 
activities. Dr. Lamb, representing 
ithe Department of Physical Educa- 
tion, pointed out those features which 
in the opinion of that Department 
favored the selection of the proposed 
site in the hollow for the situation of 
the new gymnasium. 

The Department of Physical Educa- 
tion believes that the future centre 
of student activities will be situated 
an the campus. In their opinion the 
site below the stadium is too far re- 
moved from the majority of the col- 
lege buildings to permit students tak- 
do so in the one hour period allowed. 
ing compulsory physical training to 

Inter-faculty competition is carried 
out on the lower campus at present, 
and would therefore benefit by the 
gymnasium being situated in the hol- 
low. Dr. Lamb pointed out that, al- 
though the erection of a gymnasium 
on the original site adjacent to the 
stadium would tndoubtedly benefit 
fall activities, such as foothall, track, 
and harriers, this advantage would be 
offset by the inconvenience caused to 
those participating in winter activities, 
for whom the stadium is inconvenient- 
ly situated. 








A lively discussion immediately en- 
sued, and it was soon quite evident 
that the athletic body, as represented 
by tlic presidents of the various clubs, 
is unanimously in favor of the site 
originally selected. 

It was pointed out that the extra 
time required to reach the stadium 
was negligible compared with the 
time required to change into gymnas- 
ium suits, take showers, and change 
back again to “civies,” don overcoats, 
ete. So that, as far as the chiet ob- 
jection is concerned, viz., convenience 
for compulsory physical training, the 
site at the stadium is quite as con- 
venient as that on the lower campus. 

While the centre of student activ- 
ities may at present situated on 
the lower campus, future development 
undoubtedly make Macdonald

FIVE THOUSAND WOMEN 
ATHLETES IN FRANCE. 

Five thousand women of France 
hetween the ages of fifteen and thirty 
are taking part in athletics in which 
men have figures mainly in the past. 
One hundred yards in 11 4-5s, 1,000 
metres in 3m. 17 4-55, stand as a joint 
and French feminine record. 
Miss Lines of England and Mlle. 
Bleard of France covering the respec 
tive distance, in time that would make 
many masculine athletes envious. 

In 1900 the “Forward” feminine sec- 
tion of the French Sporting Federa- 
tion was founded. Sixty-two mem- 
bers formed the original club. It now 
numbers 1,500, Mlle. Therese Brule

Aîter the preliminary business 
excellent papers were read—one on 
“Egyptian Medicine” by H.-C. Alward 
and one on “Quackery by C. J. Tid- 
marsh. 

Mr. Alward dealt with first, a brief 
outline of the history of Egypt from the 
Ist Dynasty, the line of rulers governing 
successively, about H00 B.C., down to 
the comparatively modern time when 
Egypt was taken over as a Roman 
province by Octavianus, thus terminat- 
ing Cleopatra’s disastrous reign. À de- 
scription of the finding of the Rosetta 
Stone, followed, and mention was made 
of its translator, J. F. Champailion, 
who since 1802, when he was only eleven 
years old, devoted all his energies whole- 
heartedly to the solution of this Egypt- 
ian puzzle, by wide linguistic and hist- 
orical studies. 

In 1822 he was able to make many 
equations between the characters on the 
stone. His progress continued unchecked 
and betore the end of the yvear.the con- 
nection of ancient Egyptian and Coptic 
the popular language of carly Christian 
Egypt, was clearly established. Mentton

was made also, in this connection, to 
Dr, Thomas Young (1773-1829) this 
brillant JEn¢lishinan of Science, who 


did so much towards laying the found- 
ations for the translation of the Rosctta 
Stone. 

Egyptian medical procedure and treat- 
ment was contained in the sacred or 
Hermetic Books ot Thoth, the moon 
deity of med- 


icine. To deviate from the recipes of 
the sucred books was regarded as so 
dangerous that the physician who did 


so, and whose patient died, was him- 
seli punished with death. If, however, 
the patient died under treatment given 
according to the sacred book, the phy- 
sician was not held responsible, Public 
hygiene and sanitation were established 
upon a remarkably thorough scale. 

The physicians all belonged to the 
priesthood in whose hands all learning 
was entrusted. Some practised the 
theurgic part of their medicine,  coun- 
teracting charims by prayers, and to the 
interpretation of the dreams of the sick 
who sought aid in the temples. Other 
practiced their art simply using natural 
means. : 

Their knowledge of Anatomy and 
Physiology was very hazy, as it was 
considered a sacrilege to open the human 
body. They thought that illness was due 
chicfly to overeating or worms. Mystic- 


}ism placed the various parts of the body 


of. the club wal 


under the domain of cetain deities and| 


these parts were subject to the baleful 
influence of evil spirits. Little is known 
of Egyptian surgery, but there is ground 
for the belief that in this they achieved 
much. Obstetric medicine lay in the 
hands of midwives. 

The Ebers Papyrus throws the great- 
est amount of light on their medical 
knowledge. It was obtained by Ebers in 
1872 after it had Jain between the legs of 
a mummy ‘for nearly 4000 vears. It con- 
rains a description of a large proportion 
of the diseases known to modern mcd- 
ical science. Not only diseases producing 
suffering to mankind claimed the Phy- 
sicians’s care in those days, but he had 
also to consider the toilet. Seventy-four 
prescriptions pertain alone to hair 
washes, dyes and oils, Over seven hun- 
dred dificrent substances from the ani- 
mal, vegetable and mineral kingdom are 
mentioned, with their action and merits. 

The paper terminated with a descrip- 
tion of the illness, death and embalming 
of an Egyptian official. 

Mr, Tidmarsh commenced with a defi- 
nition of quackery and then enumerated 
some of the more important causes. 
These were :—first, man’s primeval in- 
stinct to live, as expressed in his desire 
to he free of all pain and to enjoy al- 
ways, the vigor of youth, —Second, re- 
ligion. Quackery always flourishes in an 
atmosphere of superstition, and the 
mystical form, the origin of which, in 
charms, spells, and amulets, goes as far 
back as the beginning of human history. 
Third—cranks who prefer ‘loud, con- 
fident, statements to «the honest and 
cautious efforts of science, Fourth—the 
uncertainty of medicine, which appears 
much greater than it really is to ‘the 
superficial observer who sees the fail- 
ures of medicine but knows nothing of 
its successes. Fifth—the boundless field 
of human credulity. 

Mr. Tidmarsh then dealt briefly with

the Instory of quackery, pointing out 
that until some legal qualification for 


the practice of medicine was demanded, 
the dividing line between the regular 


practitioner and the quack, is very indi- 


stinct. In Greece and Rome there were 
no regulations and quackery. flourished 
like a foul] weed, the Greck period giv- 
ing rise to the “professors of physical 
culture” and the herbalist. An: the early

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Medicos in Regular Session at 
Prof. Whitnall’s Residence

Alward and Tidmarsh Read 


Instructive Papers 


——< 





The regular monthly ineeting of the | 
Osler Society was held at Professor 
Whitnall’s residence on Monday even- 
ing. The guests of the evening . were 
Dean Tinley, Professors Chipman and 
Oertel. 

After the preliminary business 
excellent papers were read—one on 
“Egyptian Medicine” by H.-C. Alward 
and one on “Quackery by C. J. Tid- 
marsh. 

Mr. Alward dealt with first, a brief 
outline of the history of Egypt from the 
Ist Dynasty, the line of rulers governing 
successively, about +00 B.C., down to 
the comparatively modern time when 
Egypt was taken over as a Roman 
provinee by Octavianus, thus terminat- 
ing Cleopatra’s disastrous reign. A de- 
scription of the finding of the Rosetta 
Stone, followed, and mention was made 
of its translator, J. F, Champallion, 
who since 1802, when he was only eleven 
years old, devoted all his energies whole- 
heartedly to the solution of this Egypt- 
ian puzzle, by wide linguistic and hist- 
orical studies. 

In 1822 he was able to male many 
equations between the characters on ‘he 
stone. His progress continued unchecked 
and betore the end of the year the con- 
nection of ancient Egyptian and Coptic 
the popular language of carly Christian 
Egypt, was clearly established. Mention 
was made also, in this connection, to 
Dr. Thomas Young (1773-1829,)  tlus 
brillant Englishiman of Science, who 
did so much towards laying the found- 
ations for the translation of the Rosetta 
Stone. 

Egyptian medical procedure and treat- 
ment was contained in the sacred or 
Hermetic Books of Thoth, the moon 
rod, who was the special deity of med- 
icine. To deviate from the recipes of 
the swcred books was regarded as so 
dangerous that the physician who did 
so, and whose patient died, was him- 
seli punished with death. If, however, 
the patient died under treatment given 
according to the sacred book, the phy- 
sician was not held responsible. Public 
hygiene and samitation were established 
upon a remarkably thorough scale. 

The physicians all belonged to the 
priesthood in whose hands all learning 
was cntrusted. Some practised the 
theurgic part of their medicine,  coun- 
teracting charms by prayers, and to the 
interpretation of the dreams of the sick 
who sougnt aid in the temples. Other 
practiced their art simply using natural

| means, 


; 

Their knowledge of Anatomy and 
Physiology was very hazy, as it was 
considered a sacrilege to open the human 
body. They thought that illness was due 
chiefly to overeating or worms, Mystic- 
ism placed the various parts of the body 
under the domain of cetain deities and 
these parts were subject to the baleful 
influence of evil spirits. Little is known 
of Egyptian surgery, but there is ground 
for the belief that in this they achieved 
much. Obstetric medicine lay in the 
hands of midwives. 

The Ebers Papyrus throws the great- 
est amount of light on their medical 
knowledge, It was obtained by Ebers in 
1872 after it had Jain between the legs of 
a muminy ‘for nearly 4000 vears. It con- 
rains a description of a large proportion 
of the diseases known to modern imcd- 
ical.science. Not only diseases producing 
suffering to mankind claimed the Phy- 
sicians’s care in those days, but he had 
also to consider the toilet. Seventy-four 
prescriptions pertain alone to hair 
washes, dyes and oils. Over seven hun- 
dred different substances from the ani- 
mal, vegetable and mineral kingdom are 
mentioned, with their action and merits. 

The paper terminated with a descrip- 
tion of the illness, death and embalming 
of an Egyptian official, 

Mr. Tidmarsh commenced with a defi- 
nition of quackery and then enumerated 
some of the more important causes. 
These were :—first, man's primeval in- 
stinct to live, as expressed in his desire 
to be free of all pain and to enjoy al- 
ways, the vigor of youth. —Second, re- 
ligion. Quackery always flourishes in an 
atmosphere of superstition, and the 
mystical form, the origin of which, in 
charms, spelis, and amulets, goes as far 
back as the beginning of human historv. 
Third—cranks who prefer loud, con- 
fident, statements to ethe honest and 
cautious efforts of science, Fourth—the 
uncertainty off medicine, which appears 
much greater than it really is to ‘the 
superficial observer who sees the fail- 
ures of medicine but knows nothing of 
its successes. Fifth—the boundless field 
of human credulity.
